Joseph LaBonde Suffers 
Stroke at Polling Place 
— Once Found Guilty 
of Blackmail. 


The St. Louis Board of Election 


Commissioners was making an in- 
vestigation today into the election 
judge commission held by Joseph 
LaBonde, who was convicted of a 
felony 10 years ago. 

LaBonde suffered a stroke and 
collapse yesterday when serving 
in a polling place of Precinct 14 
of the Thirteenth Ward at 4114 
Concordia avenue. It was at first 
reported to the board that he had 
died but he revived at City Hos- 
pital where physicians said his 
condition was serious. 

A preliminary check disclosed 
his present commission was issued 
last January. At that time, mem- 
bers of the board said, election 
judges and clerks who already 
held commissions were called into 
the board office at 408 North 
Twelfth boulevard and re-regis- 
tered. 

Their names and qualifications 
were inscribed on cards which 
could be placed in a wheel similar 
to that used by the jury commis- 
sioner so that in future elections 
they might be selected by chance. 

No Convictions, 

All of the cards were sent to 
the St. Louis police department 
to be screened. LaBonde’s card 
was returned marked “no convic- 
tions.” 

LaBonde pleaded guilty of black- 
mail in Circuit Court at Clayton 
10 years ago and was sentenced 
to six months in jail by Circuit 
Judge John J. Wolfe. 

Chief Election Clerk Arthur 
Sullivan. said the board checks 
only with the St. Louis police and 
not with law enforcement officers 
in the county or elsewhere. Con- 
viction of a felony disqualifies an 
election official, Sullivan added, 
and, had it been known that La- 
Bonde had a criminal record of 
any kind, he would not have been 
permitted to serve. 


Blackmail Charge. 


The blackmail charge against 
LaBonde grew out of his attempt 
to extort $5000 from Mrs. Theresa 
Rosegrant, under threats of expos- 
ing her son, Angelo, as an alleged 
participant in the murder of two 
gangsters. At the time Angelo 
Rosegrant was serving 20-year 
sentence in the penitentiary for 
the kidnaping in 1931 of Dr. Isaac 
D. Kelley. 

LaBonde was arrested by two 
deputy sheriffs after Mrs. Rose- 
grant paid him $225 at her home, 
3098 Lucas and Hunt road in May 
1937. He later told the deputies 
he had not been an eyewitness to 
the shooting of the two gangsters, 
Lester Barth and Dewey Goebel, 
which occurred at Columbia and 
Macklind avenues, Nov. 22, 1930.

Frank (Cotton) Eppelsheimer, 
notorious Egan gangster and one 
of the chief lieutenants of the 
new combined St. Louis-Chicago 
Capone syndicate, died last night 
at Barnes Hospital four hours 
after he was taken to the hospital 
suffering from a hemorrhage from 
an undetermined cause. 
Eppelsheimer was listed in the 
hospital records under his real 
name of Francis Xavier O’Mara. 
Eppelsheimer’s condition was 
critical when he was taken into 
the hospital. Eppelsheimer lived 
part of the time with a step- 
father, James Grassmuck, retired 
city fireman, at 1831 Laflin ave- 
nue, but also maintained an apart- 


ment at Union boulevard and 
Pershing avenue. 


Often Reported Dead. 


Reports have cropped up con- 
tinually during the last six months 
that Eppelsheimer had died. Sev- 
eral reports were that he had died 
after being shot by rival gang- 
sters. 

Eppelsheimer was one of the 
Egan's Rats gang sentenced to 25 
years in Leavenworth penitentiary 
in 1924 for participation in the 
$54,000 mail robbery at Staunton, 
III., in 1922. He served part of his 
term at Leavenworth, where he 
succeeded Steve Ryan, another 
Egan gangster, as secretary to the 
Catholic chaplain at the prison 

When Eppelsheimer committed 
an infraction of the rules he was 
moved to Alcatraz prison in San 
Francisco bay, where he joined 
Frank (Buster) Wortman and 
other members of the gang who 
had broken prison rules. 

Released in January 1942, after 
serving the required 18 years, 
Eppelsheimer returned to St. 
Louis, where he called on John J. 
Carroll, then chief of detectives, 
and maintained that he was going 
straight.“ He said he was working 
as a pipefitter at the Weldon 
Spring TNT plant. 

Eppelsheimer, who was 48 years 
old, was sent to prison with nine 
associates, who included William 
P. (Dinty) Colbeck, gang leader 
who was killed several years after 
his release. Colbeck’s machine- 
gun killing in 1943 was attributed 
to a split with Eppelsheimer and 
others. 

After Colbeck’s death, Eppel- 
sheimer and his friends who op- 
posed Colbeck were seen frequent- 
ly at the Hyde Park gambling 
establishment in Venice, III., where 
Colbeck had been employed pre- 
viously as a guard and general 
helper. Eppelsheimer was almost 
a daily visitor at the gambling 
club until several days before his 
death. 

In the early days of the Egan 
gang, Eppelsheimer was regarded 
as one of the lesser members of 
the gang as compared with Steve 
Ryan, David (Chippy) Robinson, 
the late Oliver Dougherty, Louis 
(Red) Smtih. Charles (Red) 
‘Lanham, and Frank Hackethal. 
Upon his release from Alcatraz, 
however, his stature in gang af - 
fairs grew and he was one of the 
active leaders.

The Western powers, it was held 
here, possibly might compromise 
on Berlin, since Soviet troops 
could take it in a minute anyway 
in the gvent of war.

This same source was sour 
tic over whether a new Four 
mee would succeed in settling 
East-West issues, but he predicted 
one would be held. 

It is believed here that no final 
agreements were reached at the 
meeting in Moscow, but enough of 
en exchange of views had been 
made with Stalin to indicate a 
compromise could be worked out.

HE Russians presented today 
their draft plan which would 
give Communist-ruled states 
of eastern Europe exclusive con- 
trol over the Danube. 

Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Andrei T. Vishinsky presented the 
proposal to the Danube confererice 
where the Russian bloc outvotes 
the United States, Britain and 
France 7 to 3. 

He demanded what he called 
“protection” of the sovereign 
rights of the Danubian states over 
the 1800-mile waterway, the major 
one in central Europe. Each par- 
ticipating country would have 
immediate control of the waters 
on its own borders, , 

Vishinsky explained the Soviet 
draft point by pornt. He asserted 
it would do away with the “priv- 
ileged position” given non-Danubi- 
an states by the 1921 Paris Conven- 
tion for control of the river’s ship- 
ping. He asserted the Russian 
plan would “fully satisfy the re- 
quirements of justice, safeguard 
soverign rights, and withhold un- 
justified privileges for non-Danu- 
bian states.” 

No matter what convention is 
adopted, it can only serve to le- 
galize the Communist contention 
there must be no foreign interfer- 
ence along the river. The word 
“sovereignty” has been a keynote 
of Russian policy and the policy 
of its satellites in most inter- 
national negotiations since the 
war. Eastern insistence on sov- 
eignty might well nullify the 
power of any international com- 
mission which might be created to 
regulate free shipping on the 
waterway. 

First hint of this came the 
opening day of the conference 
when the Eastern bloc defined its 
idea of free navigation as “the 
Danube to Danube countries.” In 
taking that stand, the bloc indi- 
cated it felt that Danube sHip- 
ping could reach other lands 
only through individual agree- 
ments with various Danube coun- 
tries.

“The occupation of the French 
zone has to be undertaken with 
every possible care and caution.

Forrest Smith’s smashing majority—he-polled 
more votes than all four of his opponents in- 
cluding former Attorney General Roy McKit- 
trick—reflects a cordial manner and a pleasant 
personality. It reflects much more a skill at 
the business of organizational politics, developed 
by long experiénce in running for and ‘holding 
office, 

Out of such experience, many men have risen 
to be outstanding political leaders, many others 
to the level of statesmanship. Forrest Smith has 
achieved nothing more than the status of politi- 


cal hack. 


The truest measure of the man was taken by 
himself when he opposed the new State Constitu- 
tion. Using the influence of his office as State 
Auditor, he fought this great forward step in 
our State Government. He not only stood against 
ratification, but personally lobbied for legisla- 
tion which would at once have violated the spirit 
if not the letter of the new charter. 


Forrest Smith’s motivation was as simple as it 
was political: The new Constitution organized 
the numerous haphazard, overlapping tax agen- 
cies on a sensible, economical basis. This cut 
out a great lot of the costly patronage which 
the State Auditor had at his command, Since 
patronage was his stock in trade, he was against 
the Constitution no mgtter what long-overdue 
benefits it brought to the people of his state. 


Much earlier Forrest Smith showed his low 
estimate of public service by his notorious “Dear 
Pensioner” letters. As State Auditor, he had ac- 
cess to the list of state pension recipients. Tak- 
ing advantage of this fact, he sent letters to these 
elderly voters, the intent of which was to make 
them think that their pension checks came through 
his good graces and that a change in the office 
of State Auditor might work to their disadvan- 
tage. This was a, political trick which outraged 
Missouri at the time and earned for its perpetra- 
tor once and for all the nickname of “Dear Pen- 
sioner.” 


The Republican field offered a demonstrably 
better selection in Speaker Thompson and Man- 
vel H. Davis of Kansas City, who ran second. 
The nominee has been in the Statehouse since 
1941, during which time his capacity to serve 
has steadily grown. A rural legislator, he has 
risen above the old thoughtless country-city op- 
position to support worthy measures on the larg- 
er basis of the public interest. 


An example was Speaker Thompson's help in 
the transfer of the St. Louis Sanitarium and the 
Training School from city to state responsibili- 
ties. He knew that the State Government was 
financially responsible for these services every- 
where else in Missouri and recognized the in- 
justice of charging their costs to St. Louis in 
this instance. ‘ 


Speaker Thompson is one of those most re- 
sponsible for the act of the last session which 
protects this state against utility strikes that 
would endanger the safety and health of the peo- 
ple. This law is one of the soundest enactments 
at Jefferson City in years and it is to Murray 
Thompson’s credit that it bears his name. 


Independent voters will learn much more about 
Murray Thompson as he campaigns against For- 
rest Smith.

tion of the Ruhr, while Russia, a European pow- 
er, is kept outside. In the long run, the Ruhr 
should be internationalized under the control of 
Western Europe alone. A commitment for the 
United States to withdraw from the Ruhr by a 
given date—say the end of the Marshall plan in 
1952—might provide a formula for saving Rus- 
sia’s face. 

In the past few days the bargaining position 
of the Western Powers has improved in one im- 
portant respect. For a while, the plan of the 
Western Allies for a separate state of Western 
Germany appeared doomed because of the re- 
fusal of responsible Germans to take part in a 
government covering anything less than the na- 
tional boundaries defined in the terms of sur- 
render in 1945. 

Now the reported success of currency reform 
and resentment of the extreme Russian position 
on Berlin have caused a reversal of sentiment. 
Plans are going ahead for a provisional assem- 
bly in September and for the drafting of a 
constitution. 

The Western Allies hold a strong card in their 
ability to give Eastern Europe the industrial 
goods, particularly machinery, which it desperate- 


ly requires to achieve recovery. The satellite 


states are exerting steady pressure on the Krem- 
lin for permission to trade food for machines. 
The implications of this situation will hardly be 
lost on those who represent the United States, 
Britain and France at any coming conferences 
with Molotov or Stalin. 
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Congratulations to the Veteran Voter 

Veterans are to be congratulated on their good 
citizenship for having refused to vote as a bloc 
in the governorship election. 

State Commander Roberts of the American Le- 
gion had urged veterans to vote either for Man- 
vel H. Davis as the Republican choice or Dan M. 
Nee as the Democratic choice, solely on the 
grounds that they are veterans. He asserted 
veterans must elect a veteran as Governor in 
order to get the kind of legislation they want. 

Veterans who wrote to the Post-Dispatch were 
with rare exception opposed to voting as a bloc.

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Don’t Be Fooled by the Olympics 

From time to time, our deeper thinkers come 
up with pieces on the effect of the Machine Age 
on the human animal. The usual conclusion is 


that brawn and muscle are becoming ever more . 


useless. Some even feel that humans in toto 
are becoming useless. They talk of mechanical 
factories run by machines without interference 
of either a human hand or a human brain. 

If that comes about, and it is not too unlikely, 
it is only facing the facts to expect some 
philosopher-machine to preach a revolution on 
the theory that produce belongs to the produc- 
ers. “Down with the human parasites,” the cry 
would go. “Machines work only for machines!” 

In a seductive way—much more clever than 
the tactics. of the Communists—the machines 
already have made considerable progress toward 
this end. Many humans, we have observed, 
spend most of their lives in chairs and beds. 
They sit at work and they sit at home, and in- 
between they sit in their cars. Muscles relax 
and then atrophy. And the process is so easy, 
so downright enjoyable, that the victims do not 
realize how insidiously they are being weakened.

The Soviet rejection of the Allied notes 


leaves the Western powers in a quandary 
over what to do next. It is no use minimiz- 
ing the Russian advantage. Day by day, 
the Allies draw nearer to the end of the 
present uneasy stalemate. It is not enough 
for thé population of Berlin simply to eat. 
They must work, and in the long run they 
cannot do so if coal and raw materials 
have to be brought in by air. At some 


point, therefore, the air lift will cease to 


be enough to hold the 
position. 

When that time 
comes, the Western 
Allies will be faced 
with three possibili- 
ties: to reach a com- 
promise with the 
Russians; to impose 
their own solution, if 
necessary by force; 
or to withdraw from 
Berlin. 


The path of com- 
promise is open only 
if the Russians 
choose to take it. The 
Allies can propose a 
raising of the block- 
ade in return for this 
or that concession, but if the Russians do 
not decide to accept, the Western powers 
will still be exactly where they were be- 
fore—blockaded in Berlin. 


If Force Is Chosen 


The area of their own free choice is re- 
stricted to the two remaining possibilities. 
Stalin may not push the matter to the bit- 
ter end—but it is his choice. If he wishes, 
he can force the West to choose between 
the two stark alternatives. Moreover, he 
can do so by mere passive inaction. 

If force is to be chosen, the important 
factor is the readiness to go to war to 
enforce it, the backing of the ultimatum 
by force. The arrival of 60 Super-Fortresses 
in Britain on a “routine training mission” 
does not constitute a threat of force. 


The Allies cannot expect to frighten 
Stalin unless they are willing to go far 
enough to terrify their own publics, 

In other words, an ultimatum backed by 
the threat of force demands mobilization in 
western Europe and the United States, the 
concentration of aircraft and armor in 
western Germany, preparations for civil de- 
fense and at least the first steps toward a 
war economy. Bluff will not work. 

Many sober people advocate this course. 
They are driven by the conviction that 
Communist aggression against Western 
democracy will not be halted by anything 
short of the ultimate firmness.

Are the Russians Bluffing? - 
It is a courageous argument. Its risks 


Yet the risks of the alternative are no 
smaller. Europe is involved in a war of 
nerves in which millions are engaged on 
either side. The humble branch secretary 
of a mining union in northern France is as 
much involved as Marshal Tito's chief of 
staff, and all these millions have the same 
calculation to make—whether they dare 
back Russia or the Western powers. 


What would be the effect on all these 
anxious calculations of a severe diplomatic 
defeat for the Western powers? Would 
the move be branded as a new Munich? 
Would the will to resist be broken? 


‘Possible Gain From Retreat 


Provided the Western Allies coupled their 
retreat from the exposed and untenable 
Berlin enclave with strenuous measures to 
reinforce and reinsure their frontier along 
the Iron Curtain, it could be argued that 
their position would be stronger, not 
weaker. If a limited withdrawal from 
Berlin were to coincide with the coming 
into force of a fully implemented Western 
Defense Pact, signed not only by the West- 
ern Union powers but by the United States 
and the British Commonwealth, it might 
be the means of securing what is otherwise 
still only a dream. 


To straighten the line in Germany would 
give greater strategic strength—provided 
the essential element of confidence were 
not too badly shattered. For even though 
every Berliner who has compromised him- 
self against the Communists could be 
brought out and given asylum in the West, 
it would still look like a betrayal, and a 
supreme effort would be needed to per- 
suade the West that this was the last re- 
treat. 


It is not the purpose of this afticle to 
say what the choice should be. Frankly, 
we do not know. 


The Western countries have blundered 
into this crisis, They have every right to 
be furiously angry with the so-called lead- 
ers who put them there. But anger will 
not get them out. Only hard thought and 
high courage will do that. And it is for- 
tunate that the air lift gives them time to 
think. 


The Democracies Still Divided 


One thing, however, can be said at once. 
Neither course will work without vastly 
more .unity and decisiveness among the 
Western powers. If they are going to fight, 
they must have a combined strategy and a 
uniform will. If they are going to with- 
draw, they can hope to avoid a collapse of 
their whole polfcy only by a really convinc- 
ing display of, solidarity and purpose.

Novel of Old Brownsville 


BREAD FOR THE LIVING, b — may (Heugh- 
ton-Miffiin Co., Beston 23 00 « $2.75.) 

Mary Lasswell, whe 8 Poplar Bluff 
famous with Mrs. Feeley and her cronies 
in “Suds in Your Eye,” knew Brownsville, 
Tex., before Poplar Bluff knew her, and 
now she has gone back to Brownsville as 
the scene of her first serious novel, call- 
ing it “Bread for the Living” because it 
was the need of such that drove a woman, 
who had led a sheltered life, into a dif- 
ferent kind of world to fight for her own.

Parley Under Duress. 


The other horn of the dilemma 
is to negotiate—if not exactly 
under duress, then at any rate— 
under unfavorable conditions for 
bargaining. For even if the block- 
ade is raised to permit negotia- 
tions, the fact that it can be fe- 
imposed gives the Russians a 
powerful instrument for bargain- 
ing. 

We shall, it seems to me, be 
misunderstanding the situation if 
we think that the issue is whether 
or not we shall stay in Berlin. 
The issue is how far the Russians 
can exploit for their larger diplo- 


matic objectives in Germany and 


in Europe the precarious position 
of the Allies in Berlin. 

They have not asked us to with- 
draw. They have not presented us 
with any such clear-cut choice, nor 
allowed themselves to get into the 
quandary where they must make a 
fateful decision to start a war or 
stand before the world, having 
made a demand which ha: been 
rejected. They know that we can- 
not withdraw and that we must 
refuse to withdraw, and that, 
therefore, if they make the de- 
mand, they will have to start a 
War or enforce it. 


The Aggressor Suffers. 


It is not at all certain that they 
now want us to withdraw. For as 
they are playing their cards, the 
“fact that we have to stay in Berlin 

but are in grave difficulties in 
Berlin, enables them to neg@tiate 
* with the Allies while we are in 
a necessitous bargaining position. 


The difference between the first 
notes protesting the blockade and 
the representations which are now 
being made to Stalin in Moscow 
registers the hard reality of the 
bargaining position. 

There is little doubt, I think, 
that a controlling consideration, in 
the last analysis the paramount 
consideration on both sides in this 
conflict, is the realization that the 
nation which starts a war is likely 
to lose it. No one can say for sure 
whether the great conflict can be 
settled without a war, or how far 
the conviction exists that war is 
unavoidable. 

But what can be said, I think, is 


that one lesson has at least been 
m the last war: It is 
that to strike the first blow is the 
supreme mili mistake, thdt no 
military ad e that can be 
gained by it at the outset car 
make up for the consequence: 
that the aggressor must suffer ir 


the long run. 


Peril of Ultimatum. 


For in the long run more na- 
tions and more people within each 
nation will rally to a war of de- 
fense and resistance than to a war 
of conquest and adventure. They 
will fight longer at home than 
abroad. They will bear the sacri- 
fices more readily for their own 
homes, their own cities and vil- 
lages, than for any foreign inter- 
est.

realities which statesmen and sol- 
diers will, henceforth, ignore only 
at the risk of military disaster.

Death at Age of 87 Leaves 11 

Vacancies; Had Diplo-

ATICAN CITY, Aug. 4 (AP)— 
Cardinal Enrico Sibilia, oldest 
member of the College of Cardi- 
nals of the Roman Catholic 
Church, died today at Anagni, his 
birthplace, it was announced here. 
He was 87 years old. 

Cardinal ilia was Bishop of 
Sabina and Poggio Mirteto. His 
death leaves 11 vacancies in the 
Sollege of Cardinals, which at full 
itrength has 70 members, 

He had been ill with heart 
rouble for months. Ordained a 
driest in 1884, he was chaplain of 
Rome’s St. Agnes Church until he 
antered the Vatican diplomatic 
service in 1890. 

His first assignment was audi- 
tor of the Nunciature in Bogota, 
Colombia, Subsequently, he served 
in Vatican diplomatic posts in 
Brazil, Belgium and Spain. For a 
time he was Apostolic Delegate 
to Chile. 

In 1908, Pope Pius X created 
him titular Bishop of Side. He 
served for some years as Vicar of 
Rome’s Patriarchal Basilica of 
Santa Maria Maggiore, and after 
World War I became Papal Nun- 
cio to Austria. At the consistory 
of Dec. 16, 1935, he was made a 
Cardinal by Pope Pius XI. 

By virtue of his age and seniori- 
ty, he was.entitled to the office 
of Dean of the College of Cardi- 
nals, a post vacated by the death 
last February of Cardinal Gennaro 
Granito Pignatelli di Belmonte. 
Cardinal Sibilia never was able to 
assume the post, however, because 
of ill health. 7 —

Keeping the Issues Open. 


As long as statesmen. do not 
cross the line to an ultimatum, as 
long as they keep their soldiers 
from precipitating an irrepafable 
incident, the issues of the conflict 
remain negotiable. 

Our problem is, however, not 
only to keep them negotiable. It 
is to retrieve the diplomatic blun- 
der which has made our bargain- 
ing position so unfavorable. 

That will be as delicate and dif- 
ficult a thing to do as our diplo- 
macy has ever had to undertake. 
If it is to be done successfully, the 
public will have to understand the 
gravity of our diplomatic posi- 
tion, and the extreme necessity of 
supporting the Allied diplomacy 
by allowing it great freedom and 
flexibility of maneuver in the con- 
fidential discussions which must 
now take place. 

It would help greatly if while 
the Allied diplomacy is engaged 
in these discussions, there were 
no more press conferences and 
public declarations by Gen. Clay, 
or by visitors who emerge from 
talks with Gen. Clay, announcing 
his policies about a German set- 
tlement.

International Woman Suffrage

First Woman Ambassador. 

Returning to Hungary, she was 
named in 1918 as minister to 
Switzerland under Count Michael 
Karolyi’s government and became 
the first woman ambassador in 
history. 

In 1929 she was denied Amer- 
ican citizenship after an appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court 
because she refused to promise to 
take up arms in defense.of the 
country. 

The late Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes wrote a dissenting opinion, 
concurred in by Justices Brandeis 
and Sanford, calling her “a wom- 
an of superior character and intel- 
ligence, obviously more than ordi- 
narily desirable as a citizen.” He 
held that the constitutional prin- 
ciple of freedom of thought should 
have decided the case. 

Her case led to attempts in Con- 
gress to amend the naturalization 
laws. Although these failed, final- 
ly in 1946 the Supreme Court re- 
versed the decision, permitting 
naturalization of a religious con- 
scientious objector who refused to 
bear arms. 

Wanted Duce Put in Asylum. 

Rosika Schwimmer became news 
again in 1933 when she tried to 
get leaders of many nations to 
sign an international appeal to 
have Mussolini interned in an in- 
sane asylum. 

Her nomination for the Nobel 
prize by parliaments of Great Brit- 
ain, Sweden, France, Italy and 
Hungary was indorsed by many 
university professors in this coun- 
try. Also supporting her candi- 
dacy were the Swedish, Swiss and 
Hungarian sections of the Wom- 
en’s International League for 
Peace and Freedom. 

Recently she willed her brain 
to the Wilder brain collection at 
Cornell University.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.., Aug. 4 
(AP)—Yugoslavia today charged 
the Western powers have in effect 
incorporated part of Trieste into 
Italy.

They Thought Bible 
Stories Risky Idea

TO SIDESTEP any such charge, Goodyear 
took extraordinary precautions, the most obvious 
of which was the elimination of commercials 
or any sort of message from the company. Since 
the broadcasts are aimed at persons of all faiths, 
each script is read by a board consisting of a 
Catholic monsignor, a Presbyterian minister, a 
Methodist minister, and a Jewish rabbi, who 
delete anything that might be offensive to those 
faiths. The script is written by Henry Denker, 
a student of religion who had studied the Old 
Testament from beginning to end three times 
in Hebrew by the time he was 15 and who has 
studied the New Testament sentence by sentence 
and discussed it with Catholic scholars and 
Protestant clergymen of all faiths. Denker, inci- 
dentally, is also an authority on the prize ring 
and his forthcoming book on the fight game is 
as rough and tough a bit of reading as you'll 
find anywhere.

IN ADDITION to the board of clergymen, each 
of Denker’s scripts is read by the president of 
the Kudner Agency, and officials of Goodyear, 
including the chairman of the board of the com- 
pany. .With such a critical and diverse pre- 
broadcast audience to please, it’s unlikely any- 
thing offensive to anyone will creep into the 
acript, and the agency is satisfied that nothing 
has, (The program has attracted a few crank 
letters, but these were expected.) The cast is 
kept almost a military secret in order to exclude 
any Broadway or Hollywood flavor.

THERE ARE two entirely different kinds of 
scripts. The Good Samaritan,” the first one to 
be broadcast, is an example of the first kind; 
it’s simply an expansion and dramatization of 
a well known Biblical parable, The second type 
consists of dramatizations of texts taken from 
the Bible, the stories in this case being Denker's 
inventions. Goodyear worried a good deal about 
putting the voice of Christ on the air. This had 
been done in the movies and on the stage, but 
never before, to any one’s knowledge, on radio. 
The decision was made to use a character play- 
ing the role of Christ, but as sparingly as pos- 
sible; every word He speaks is taken directly 
from Jesus’s sayings in the Bible.

ANOTHER rather knotty problem at first was 
that of attracting an audience. Goodyear conldn’t 
very well run ads proclaiming its sponsorship of 
the New Testament. The company was forced 
to depend on word of mouth and the indorse- 
ment of others, which got the show off to a slow 
start. However, in the year and a half it’s been 
on the air, probably no program has ever re- 
ceived so much free publicity. Clergymen of all 
faiths have indorsed it from their pulpits; relig- 
fous organizations have passed the word along 
to their membership. The General Tire Rubber 
Co., a competitor of Goodyear. ran full page ads 
in the New York Times asking people to listen. 
Department stores in many other cities picked 
up the ad and ran it in local newspapers at 
their own expense. The Christian Science Moni- 
tor devoted the entire front page of its second 
section to it. It may be the first radio program 
ever to get a full page in a daily newspaper.

“THE GREATEST STORY” (which returns to 
the air Sept. 12), gets an average Hooper rating 
of about six. This is low by commercial stand- 


ards, but fairly spectacular considering its brief 


span on the air, the time it is broadcast and the 
type of program it is. However, listener inter- 
est can’t be measured entirely in Hoopers. Much 
of the audience is in rural areas in small towns 
outside the Hooper survey area. Also, there is a 
good deal of group listening by school and re- 
ligious study groups, which isn’t counted by 
Hooper surveys. 

The mail has always been heavy—14,000 
letters this year—and included in it is a great 
demand for scripts, an almost unheard-of thing 
in radio. In the year and a half it has been 
on the air, 9700 scripts have been mailed to 
listeners. ABC. sells an album of records of 
the program at cost ($4.95) and 9200 of these 
have been sold. 

None of these things accurately measures the 
influence of “The Greatest Story.” The letters

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Cataract Is 
Common Eye 
Condition 


By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


ATARACT is a common condi- 
Caen of the eye, the nature of 
which is not often understood 
by laymen, Actually a cataract is 
an opacity of the lems of the eye. 


There are many types of cata- 
racts, the most common of which 
are those due to age, faulty de- 
velopment of the eye, and injury 
to the eye. Other types of cata- 
those associated with 
diabetes and such occupations as 
glass blowing and foundry work. 

Since there is no known medi- 
cine which will cure cataract, the 
only success‘ul treatment is sur- 
gical, usually removal of the lens 
of the eye. This operation does not 
result in blindness, but can be 
corrected in many cases by glasses 
which often give a good degree of 
vision. In some cases, however, 
operation does not improve the 
condition. 

Question: My 12-year-old son 
is smaller than the average boy 
his age, but is normal otherwise. 
Can his growth be increased in 
any way?” 

Answer: Growth of the body 
is controlled by secretions from 
the pituitary and thyroid glands. 
If the child is normal otherwise, 
but just small in stature, his 
glandular functions are probably 
normal. Retarded growth due to 
glandular disturbances are usually 
associated with other signs of re- 
tardation such as mental sluggish- 
ness or disproportionate growth 
of various parts of the body. In 
the case described the small size 
is probably due to some hereditary 
factor. 


There is no hormone or glan- 
dular substance available today 
which, is effective in stimulating 
growth in stature. In many cases 
children who are small at 12 
years may later grow to a normal 
height without 5 treatment. I 
do not feel that X-ray treatment 
of the glands or administration 
of such material as the male sex 
hormone would be advisable in 
such cases, 


Thyroid extract may possibly 
be of some benefit, but too much 
should not be expected of it. It 
should be remembered that all 
hormones (glandular extracts) are 
potent substances and often pro- 
duce undesirable results when not 
used properly. Therefore, all of 
these substances should be ad- 
ministered under the supervision 
of a physician. In general, I feel 
that small, normal children should 
be let alone and not subjected to 
abnormal stimulants,

That Word “Gift.” 


(SHALL I receive by gift, 
what of my own I can 
command?” 

In those words the poet John 
Milton dramatizes the meaning of 
the word gift as an offering, a 
present, a gratuity; also the sig- 
nificance of the phrase to have 
“in one’s gift.“ The word’s deri- 
vation substantiates this meaning. 
However, its real interest is in 
colorful aspects of its history for 
which one must go a little afield. 


We have the word “gift” from 
the Old English “gift” or “yift,” 
which come from “gifan,” to give. 
It is a Teutonic term, with kin- 
ship in the Dutch, German, Ice- 
landic and Gothic tongues. 


What does not show up in its 
etymological analysis is that early 
in its history a gift was a bribe, 
as this quotation from the Bible 
illustrates; “Neither take a gift, 
for a gift doth blind = eyes of 
the wise.”

Usually, at Clear Lake Camp a 
few miles outside of Battle Creek, 
you can find several visitors from 
other states, come to observe the 
workings of the camp at close 
range and to ask Director George 
W. Donaldson how to-go about 
setting one up. | 

It is the view of these expe 
and of John W. Studebaker, for- 
mer United States Commissioner 
of Education, that school should 
be extended into year round affair, 
Dr. Donaldson explains. There is 
no longer much point, they say, 
in the traditional three-month 
summer vacation, original pur- 
pose of which was to free the chil- 


‘dren for work on the farm. They 


believe that many things can be 
taught outdoors much better than 
in a classroom. 

This is borne out by Battle 
Creek’s experience. Teachers, at 
first dubious about letting the 
children “miss two weeks of 
school,” became enthusiastic when 
they found that nothing was lost 
and a great deal was gained scho- 
lastically by the experience. 

Children of Battle Creek, and 
surrounding Calhoun county got 
their camps first, on a limited 
scale, in 1940, through the bounty 
of the W. K. Kellogg foundation,

HE idea sprang from some 

camps which the foundation 

had sponsored for neglected 
children back in depression days. 
It was observed that the young 
campers showed rapid intellectual 
and character development, as 
well as physical improvement. 


Officials of the foundation be-. 


gan to wonder: “Why wouldn’t 
this be a good idea for ALL chil- 
dren?” 

They started to study the merits 
of the question by inviting groups 
of ordinary school children, ap- 
companied by their own classroom 
teachers where possible. 

Advice of the best camp experts 
in the country was sought. Of 
course, some camps—operated by 
social agencies, youth groups and 
private interests—already had rec- 
ognized the possibilities of outdoor 
education and were providing, to 
some degree, training that was 
commonplace for children in fron- 
tier days but rare today. 

These camps generally differed 
from the conception that was 
forming in Battle Creek, in that 
emphasis was on body building ac- 
tivities and recreation for recrea- 
tion’s sake. The camp pro 
bore no relation to conventional 
schooling. Most were open in the 
summer only and to a very lim- 
ited group—either the over-privi- 
leged or the under-privileged. 

As the plan works now, all the 
children from grades five and six 
of all the schools in the county 
have an opportunity to spend two 
stimulating weeks outdoors. 

Youngsters come to camp in 
groups of 70 or less, with their

teachers. Pre-camp plans are 
made by children and teachers 
with the aid of the camp staff. 
Some of the schools have even 
assisted children to save the dol- 
lar-a-day fee, selling them “camp 
bonds” on installments through 
the school year. 


“Our planning,” says Dr. Don- 
aldson, “takes the form of select- 
ing an integrated series of learn- 
ing experiences from among the 
many possibilities offered by out- 
door living. We ask ourselves two 
questions: 


“What things, already in the 
school curriculum, can be learned 
more realistically in camp than in 
school? 

“What things can the camp pro- 
vide which are not at present in 
the school curriculum and which 
should be a part of growing up in 
today’s world?”

With teachers trained here, and 
a few other such pioneering insti- 
tutions, more and more communi- 
ties are going in for camping as a 
part of the school program.

West opened the club king, and 
when he saw the singleton in 
dummy, shifted to the queen of 
hearts. South won, and by setting 
up the spades, managed to avoid 
the loss of any heart tric’.s, but 
he still came out with’ a 500-point 
penalty, having had to concede 
three trumps, one club and one 
spade. ‘ 

This result was in sharp and 
shameful contrast with the four 
spades or four hearts which 
North-South could have made 
with the greatest of ease. In the 
post-mortem South argued loudly 
(if not logically) that he had 
hoped to coax a double of three 
or four diamonds from the en- 
emy—that with as strong a hand 
as his, such a contract had ap- 
peared very desirable. In view of 
the outcome, however, it is diffi- 
cult to applaud South’s philoso- 
phy. 

The simple fact is that South 
bid his hand atrociously! Even 
one rebid of diamonds was point- 
less, dangerous, and the waste of 
an excellent opportunity. South 
did not merely have a good dia- 
mond suit—he had strong support 
for both majors, and should have 
lost no time in announcing that 
fact to his partner. The only 
method of doing so was to double 
the three-club bid. This is not a 
business double—North not yet 
having spoken—but a double that 
asks for North’s best suit, Ob- 
viously, North would have been 
delighted to oblige, by mention- 
ing spades, and South then could 
have raised to four spades with 
comparative assurance,
